Useless Letter-writing One of 
Bureaucratic Evils.

» 8ST. PETERSBURG, June 17.--([By 
Atiantic Cable.) In the course of an 
interview yesterday, M. Witte mani- 
‘ested keen feeling over the rise of 
Geév.-Gen. Trepoff, as Minister of the 
Interior, saying: 

“I knew nothing of what is being 
gone either for peace or for reform. 
Ten me what Trepoff advises, and 1 
ill tell what the Czar will do. 

“Trepoff is the real ruler of Russia.” 

“There should be systematic depart- 
mental operation with expert and tech- 
nical knowledge. The different depgrt- 
ments should be substantially unt 
form. The adoption of methods and 
‘the performance of work every step of 
which is not clearly indispensable 
should be eliminated. 

“A resolute effort should be made to 
secure brevity on correspondence and 
the elimination of useless letter-writ- 
ing. There is a type of bureaucrat 
Who believes that his entire work and 
that the entire work of the government 
should be the collecting of papers in 
reference to a case, commenting with 
eager minuteness on each and corre- 
sponding with other officials in refer- 
ence thereto. These people really care 
nothing for the case, but only the docu- 
ments in the case. 

“In all branches of the government 
there is a tendency greatly to increase 
unnecessary and largely perfunctorv 
letter writing. In the army and navy 
the increase of paper work is a serious 
menace to the efficiency of fighting of- 
ficers, who are often required by bu- 
reaucrats to spend time in making re- 
ports which they should spend in in- 
creasing the efficiency of the battle- 
ships or regiments under them. 

“In the civil departments the abuse 
of letter writing amounts not merely 
to the waste of time of the government 
servant responsibje for it, but also to 
the impeding, of public business. 

It is officially pointed out that the 
committee's work is not to discover 
irregularities of business of any officer, 
but to examine the business methods 
as outlined,

e Lucin cut-off took two years to

ETER TESTERS 


FIRST REGISTER TESTED FOUND 
‘WORKING OVERTIME. 
— 

Inspectors Say That Most of the 
Meters are Running Too Slow. 
Mayor Names W. F. Jordon Inspec- 
ter of Gas and Gas Appliances. 
Breakers Ahead. 


City Electrician Manahan yesterday 
made his first official test of an electric 


meter under the provisions of the new 


public-utility ordinance. 
Hie report shows that the contrap- 
tien was registering & per cent. more 


electricity than was actually passing 


through it. “Displacement of the dia- 
phragm” is the cause assigned for the 
rapid work of the meter. 

Mr. Manahan yesterday afternoon 
Said that prior to making this official 
test he witnessed a number of tests of 
meters in service in different parts of 
the city and that in almost every other 
instance the machines were registering 
too slow. 

The City Electrician is named in the 
Public-utllity ordinance as the official 

 Sectric-meter tester. Any householder 
may have the family meter tested and 
Feguiated by making a written appli- 
Cation at the clectrician’s office and 
paying $1 te cover the coast of the teat. 

A number of applications for meter 
tests are on file. The work will be at- 
tended to a& soon as appliances on the 
way here are received and fitted up for 
Services.

in front of him, Jordon was yesterday 
afternoon incliried to look upon his job 
aS not exactiy a sinecure. 

“A portion of my duties,” said the 
new inspector, “is to test meters. A 


great many people. probably a major-— 


ity of the consumers of gas, imagine 
that their meters are working over- 
time. The fact of the case is that most 
— work too slow rather than too 
ast.“ 

A section of the utility ordinance 
Provides that any householder may 
have his gas meter tested by applying 
to the meter inspector and by prepay- 
ment of $1. 

Naturally an inspection will be called 
for only when an trate householder 
imagines that he has received an om- 
nibus bill from the gas company. 

Jordon realizes that when a half- 
baked Sixth Warder who knows that 
he is being robbed by the gas company 
becaure his bill is $4.99 when he thinks 
it ought to be only $2.17; and appeals 
to the meter inspector to test the mu!- 
ing machine, and that 
Soaks him for $1 and then telle him 
that the meter is working too slow and 
that he ought to make up the differ- 
ence to the company—why, there is go- 
ing to be trouble. 

Jordon is a graduate of the class of 
ot Stanford University. He has re- 
Sided in Lose Angeles for five years. 
most of which time he has been em-. 
ployed as a gas or electrical expert. 
But he has never worked for either of 
the local gas companies. To supply him 
With the proper equipment for testing 
as and gas meters will require an ex- 
penditure by the city of about $800. 

In addition to testing meters, Jordon 
Will be expected to see that the gas 
mapnufaetured for delivery to city cus- 
tomers fs equal to the specifications of 
the new ordinance. 


MARKED DETERIORATION. 
FRUIT AND SPICE LABELS. 

There Nas been a marked deteriora- 
tion within the last two weeks in the 
fruits, jelleys, jams and spices offered 
for sale in the local market. 

Hundreds of brands that three weeks 
ag0 were “absolutely pure” have de- 
teriorated to the extent of 15 per cent. 
Pure and & per cent. adulterated. 

The occasion for this sudden fall from 
grace is the rule of the Health Board 
requiring that no adulterated food sha!! 
be labeled “absolutely pure,“ and that 
the kind and amount of the adulterant 
Shall be printed in plain type on each 
article offered for sale. 

What was once pure raspberry jam 
Is now composed of one part of rasp- 
Derry and seven parts of apple, glu- 
cose, gelatin, coloring matter and 
favoring extract. All this te set forth 
in the samples of labels offered for in- 
epection to the City Chemist. 

Some of the pepper labels are de- 
cidedly spicy. Pure pepper has deter- 
orated into “20 per cent. pepper, 80 per 
cent. walnut hull.’ In fact. walnut- 
hell appears to form the chief ingre- 
dient of a number of the cheaper spices. 

Inspectors of the health department 
are engaged this week in collecting 
evidence against a second-rate preserv- 
ing company of San Franctsco which is 
still selling ite adulterated jams and 
spices here as “absolutely pure The 
Management of the company agreed to 
remove the adulterated articles from 
the market, but failed ta keep his word. 

The rule of properly labeling adul- 
terated food applies oniy to that which 
ia offered for sale in the local market. 
The Health Officer is now working on 
& pure-food ordinance which he wil! 
eek all the municipalities of the State 
o adopt at the same time. This ordi- 
nance will absolutely prohibit the man- 
ufacture of adulterated foods or drinks.

constable, sworn to enforce the 

law, violating the law outrageously

Constable Cline had made several 
visite to Dawson's headquarters, try- 
ing to secure that gentleman's signa- 
ture to a paper fully exonerating his 
son from the charge, and it was over 
Dawson's refusal to sign this that yés- 
terday’s assault occurred. 

Mr. Cline, with Justice Pierce, who 
drew up the document for him, went 


Teo anomalous spectacle of a court 


to the business office of the Hoegte 
Company again yesterday, and the 
three were closeted for some time with- 
out any satisfaction for Mr. Cline. 
Dawson terminated the interview, Cline 
says, by rising and saying he was done 
with the matter and would not further 
discuss it. Whereupon Cline struck 
Nim twice with a degree of force 
about which there seems a wide dif- 
ference of opinion. 

The Hoegee people declare the mana- 
ger was sitting and that Cline struck 
him on the back of the neck, from be- 
hind, knocking him out completely, 
and further aver that Mr. Dawson is 
at his heme in a critical condition. 
Charges will be preferred, Secretary 
Hartman says. Cline says he hit 
Dawson while the recipient of the blows 
was upon his feet, and there the two 
tales diverge aa the trail of a drunken 
man deviates from the “straight and 
narrow path.“

went out inte the store and called for 
a clerk named Germain, who works at 
the fishing-tackle counter, who is sald 
to have been the Informant against 
Cline, Jr. A blow or two was struck, 
and Mr. Germain retreated, temporar- 
ily hors du combat.

George Washington Bellamy, Un- 
educated and Knowing Nothing of 
Legal Practice, Secures Acquittal 
of Charge of Felony by Making a 
Clever Address to the Jury. 


— — 


G. W. Bellamy, the colored man who 


not forensic eloquence on a previous 
trial, was tried yesterday for passing 
a bogus check. The bit of paper 
was one of the bundle that Bellamy 
put into ecireniation, and that caused 
several separate charges to be placed 
against him. 

The defendant is a very demure and 
serious-faced man, and when tried on 
the first charge defended himeelf. He 
justified his own sense in that regard 
for he won over the jury and put the 
District Attorney's office to rout. Yes- 
terday he taised the plea of twice in 
jeopardy and contended that the pres- 
ent trial was based on an identical 
state of facts as the first trial. 

Bellumy claimed that all the checks 
had been received by him in payment 
of bets won by him at the race track 
while playing craps. The court ruled 
against him on the “twice in jeopardy” 
piea, and then the old facts were again 
threshed out. In adressing the jury in 
hie own defence Bellamy showed a 
good appreciation of human nature. 
and coneluded with a emart little at- 
tack on Deputy District Attorney Me- 
Comas. He impressed the jury with 
the fact that the Prosecuting Attorney 
wus talking to them because he, wes 
paid to do it, while he was talking in 
defence of his liberty. Sen me home 
to ma wife and five babies,” be urged, 
as he sat down, and tis wife. who sat 
by with the youngest of the Bellamy 
tribe in her arms, looking anxiously 
at the jury aa if to accentuate the ap- 
peal of her husband. 

There was something in the manner 

of the man which impressed the jury. 
for on the first ballot the vote stood 
nine to three for acquittal, It was not 
difficult for nine to convifipe the three 
that there was a reasonable doubt as 
to the negro's guilt, and within an hour 
a verdict of acquittal was rendered. 
Inasmuch as the District Attorney has 
had two chances at him and has falled 
to convict in either case, it is not 
likely that a wurd trial will be insisted 
upon. 
Judge Smith made no effort to con- 
Cal the fact that the verdict disgusted 
him, and that he believed Bellamy 
guilty. As soon as the jury had been 
„oled Judge Smith turned to the ge- 
endant and administered a scorching 
lecture. 

“Bellamy. let me give you a warn- 
ma.” said the court. “Don't engage in 
this fictitious check business again. 
You have been tried twice for passing 
fietitious cheeks, and each time you 
have been acquitted. You have fooled 
two juries, but I want you to under- 
stand that vou can't fool this court. 
do not believe a word of your story 
about having received those checks at 
Ascot Park. I do not believe that you 
got them there or elsewhere, but I do 
helleve vou prepared them yourself. If 
you continue this business you wil! 
sooner or later be brought before a 
jury which will not pay so much at- 
tention to your appeal for sympathy. 
That kind of talk will not fool every- 


Turning to the jury, the court said 
sharply. “You are ordered to report in 
thie court Monday morning at 10 
o'clock.” Then he ordered court ad-

WANTS HIM REMOVED. 
LONG BEACH OFFICIAL SUED. 
Leslie W. Folsom has filed an ac- 

ecusation for removal from office against 
J J. Conklin, Marshal of Long Beach, 
and has embodied a number of specific 
accusations. 

In October of last year the City 
Trustees appointed Folsom to be a 
police officer, but the City Marsha! re- 
fused to recognize the authority to 
make such appointment or to recog- 
nige Folsom as an officer.

Gilimore, an Ontario orange grower, 
Says that James Cooney, Jr., an active 
Girector in the West Ontario Citrus As- 
Seociation, told him this morning that 
the sult which the association has in- 
Stituted here against Fred George to 
prevent George from selling his orange 
crop independent of the association is 
prompted by business feeling, or in 
Other words, it is spite work. 
Gitimore’s statement, in the form of 
an affidavit, accompanies a petition in 
Which Fred George prays the Superior 
Court to dissolve the injunction which 
the court sued against George on 
Complaint of the association, restrain- 
ing the former from disposing of the 
fruit in his two orchards at Ontario. 
In the petition George alleges that 
the association in January and April 
refused to accept the fruit from this 
Orchard at a time when there was a 
market, and that a similar re- 
sal was made as to present ship- 
Ments. He had seen one of the 4d 
rectors, named Sternberg. about tt, and 
the latter had advised him to sell to 
anyone the rejected fruit, which he had 
accordingly been doing. and that the 
Seeociation had delayed bringing the 
present action im order to catch him at 
time when the tying up of his or- 
anges would result in the greatest loss. 
He has 169 boxes of oranges in one 
irchard which he says must be handled 
immediately or they will be lost, and 
ahout 2000 kes of oranges still on the 
trees which demand immediate harvest- 
ing. and he has an advantageous con- 
tract for the gale of this fruit to the 
Pourth of July trade. and unless the 
Injunction is immediately diesolved, all 
this fruit will become unmarketable.

LONG BEACH, June 16.—Special 
Agent Freq Phillips of the bath-house 
company arrived home at noon today,

WORK HINDERED BY QUICKSAND. 
OCEAN PARK, June 16.—The Board 
of City Trustees has taken the con- 
tract for the construction of the septic 
sewer tank off the hands of the con- 
tractors, Poulsen & Uimsted.

IN SAWTELLE. 
INQUEST ON VETERAN LEADS TO 
DISCOVERIES. 


End Came at a Resort Kept by a 
Negro Woman Who is Charged 
With Having Taken Money from 
the Pockets of Another Veteran 
While He Slumbered on Her Bed. 


SOLDIERS’ HOME, June 16.—The 
sudden death of Thomas Campbell, a 
member of Home Co. H. in Sawtelle 
yesterday, seemed to be sufficiently 
Mysterious to warrant the attention of 
the Coroner. 

At the investigation this morning it 
was shown by the evidence, on autopsy, 
of Assistant Surgeon T. V. Parker, that 
Campbell died from natural causes— 
according to the verdict of the Coro- 
ners jury, “Valvular disease of thé 
heart.” It could safely be added, “su- 
perinduced by alcoholism.” 

ne inquest brought out some nasty 
facts in relation to the resort in which 
Campbell died. 

In a remote part of Sawtelie on the 
line of the Southern Pacific Rallroad, 
is a shack occupled by an aged colored 
woman, giving the name of Rebecca 
Thompson; her daughter, Mrs. Martha 
Mitchell, and a young white consort, 
who is reputed to be her husband, and 
their two children. It transpi in 
the testimony given that for the past 
two years Campbell, in common with 
a number of other veterans, had made 
this place his resort when in search of 
dissipation. On the occasion of the 
visit which ended in Campbell's death 
im that house, there were several white 
men present who were more or less 
under the influence of wine—which 
stemed to have been plentiful on the 
premises, and which fact affords room 
for suspicion that Sawtelle is not with- 
out its blind pigs.” 

Shortiy after the Home ambulance 
had taken the remains of Campbell! 
from the place, Mattie Mitchell was 
arrested on a warrant sworn to by 
William Folk of Home Co. I, tn which 
the colored woman was accused of 
taking from his pockets the sum of 
$35 while he slumbered on her bed in 
blissful unconsciousness—the result. he 
thinks, of having drunk liquor pressed 
upon him by the dark hands of the 
charming Mattie. 

The latter was taken to the County 
Jail in Los Angeles. pending inquiry 
by the justice of the peace at Santa 
Monica.
